Hence it is easy to calculate that the 


bottom of Lake Erie is not as low as 
the foot of Niagara Falls: but the bot- 
tom of each of lhe other lakes, it will 
be observed, is lower than the suii'ace 
of the ocean. 


Lake Superior is the head fountain, 


the grand reservoir, of lhe mighty vol- 
ume that fills the rivers, expands into 
the lakes, and roars over the cataracts 
of the Niagara, St. Lawrence, Sec. 
Af- 


ter making a semi-circle offivc degrees 
to the south, accommodating and en- 
riching- one of the most fertile and in- 
teresting sections of the globe, it meets 
the tide, a distance of a.000 miles from 
its source, and 500 from the extreme 
point of its estuary on the Atlantic 
coast.

Sir : In obedience to two resolutions 


of the House of Ueprejcntali-. ci, of the 
19th January, 1832, directing the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury lo collect infor- 
mation as to certain manufactures in 
the United States, and to communicate 
the same to the House, with such sug- 
gestions as he may think useful, with a 
view to the adjustment of the tariii', and 
with such a tariff of duties on imports, 
in his opinion to be best adapted to the 
advancement of the public interest; the 
undersigned has the honor to report, 
that, ior the purpose of effectually com- 
plying with the presumed object of ihe 
House, as soon as proper agents could 
be selected, he addressed circulars (a 
copy of which is now transmitted) to 
gentlemen in the States north of the Po- 
tomac, and in the State of Ohio, re- 
questing their aid in collecting the in- 
formation desired, and also .sought per- 
sonal conferences with eminent maiui- 
factur 
ed with the subject. 


Some of those, however, who had 


should be respected, and, as far us may 
be compatible w i t h the common weal, 
that it be satisfied, not from any u n w o r - 
thy motive, but under t h a t obligation ol 
duty w h i c h requires that all be regard- 
ed with an equal e}e, that all be borne 
upon with an equal h a n d ; and, under 
that no less solemn obligation, lo pre- 
serve, by any reasonable concessions, 
our inestimable Union.

ble sh -.pe ; and, w h i l e looking to the pa- 
triotic object of the resolution, which 
has ulso guided his own j u d g m e n t , he 
cheerfully assumes the responsibility of 
the .scheme now presented, and will cie- 
i t \ c no less ^ratificaiion if that object 
can be belter attained by any other plan 
which wiser counsels may devise. 


The basis of the bill now submitted, 


is a lo;al repeal of the act of lhe 19th of 


i May, 1828, irom and after the third of 


March, 1833: and a l i m i t a t i o n of the re- 
venue afterwards to be raised, by a new 
system of duties, to the existing expen- 
ditures of the Government, and to such 
other necessary expenditures as the ex- 
igency of the public service may re- 
quire, and Congress, in its wisdom, may 
authorize. 


The estimate which was presented in 


the hue a n n u a l report from this depart- 
ment, of the amount lo be received into 
the Treasury from customs, in the year 
1332, was founded, chiefly, upon lhe 
importations of the year 1831 ; and, as 
lhe receipts from that source will not 
be greater than may be safely relied on 
for the payment of the public debt with-

proposed by the bill, with cash pay- 
ments, and a d u t y on sales al auction, 
will be fully adequate to guard against 
the superiority of foreign capital, and 
the fluctuations of trade. 
It is a rate ol 


profit in ordinary limes not enjoyed by 
any other branch of industry not neces- 
sarily exposed to greater risk and vicis- 
situde. 


The imposition of a revenue d u t y 


merely, on coarse wool not raised in 
the United States, and on the coarser 
denominations of cloths, is believed to 
be a concession due to the south and to 
the south western portions of the Union, 
and which may be made w i t h o u t seri- 
ous detriment to the manufacturer. 


Without some concession of present 


advantages 
from 
all interests, any 


scheme of adjustment must be consid- 
ered as hopeless. 


The bill now submitted, proposes to 


raise the revenue, with as l i t t l e incon- 
venience as possible to all parts of the 
Union ; it designs to leave all the great 
national interest;, adequately protected, 
while it lessens the duty on raw mate- 
rials and articles of necessity. 
Great- 


er protection might be given, and the 
growth, both of the raw material and 
of the manufactures, might be more ra- 
pidly encouraged. 
Jt is believed, 
how- 


ever, that by the scale of duties in the 
bill, the advancement and prosperity of 
each will be certainly attained, and it is 
for those interested to consider, wheth- 
er it he not wiser and more patriotic to 
be content with a certain and perma- 
nent, though more gradual process, 
than by contending for extreme protec- 
tion to endanger their own interest, and 
ultimately disturb the harmony of the 
Union.

FROM THE NATIONAL IXTELUGKXCKR. 


The following- is a synopsis, su fficient- 


ly in detail to give a distinct idea of the 
Secretary ©f the Treasury's bill. 
The act of 19th May, 1828, to be repeal- 


ed after the 3d of March, 1833 ; after 
that time, the duties to be as follows : 
On wool, unmanufactured, not cost- 


ing more than 10 cents a pound, 5 per 
cent, ad valorem, and costing more 
than 10 cents a pound, 20 per cent, ad 
valorem. 


On manufactures of wool, or of which 


wool is a component part,not otherwise 
specified, costing not more than fifty 
cents a square yard, 10 percent, acl va- 
lorem. 


On worsted stuff goods, woollen and 


worsted yarn, 20 per cent, ad valorem. 


On mitts, gloves, blankets, hosiery, 


carpels and carpeting, 25 per cent, ad 
valorem. 


-On flannels, baizes., and all other man- 


ufactures of ivool, 30 per cent, acl valo- 
rem. 


On manufactures of cotton of all 


kinds, or of which cotton is a compo- 
nent part, 25 per ccni ad valorem—
